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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 3, line 4, before "inclined", "and" has been deleted. 

This correction is merely to correct a grammatical informality. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
includes a bearing member which is connected to the support by a lateral connection 
system relative to the vertical plane of the steering axis, balls that are disposed axially 
between the lateral sliding member and the bearing member, and the bearing member 
is disposed laterally relative to the vertical axis and between the body-tube and a lateral 
upright of the support, and the lateral upright is substantially parallel to the vertical 
plane. In the event of an impact, the sliding takes place between the body tube and the 
bearing member. A combination of these limitations and the other recited features was 
not reasonably found in the prior art. Singer, III et al. teaches the axial ball bearings, but 
not the lateral disposition. Riefe et al. and Phillippe et al. teaches a laterally disposed 
bearing, but not between the claimed components.
